Long Island, intensely Democratic 
in foiraer days, aflords striking proof 
of the difference between Republican 
and Democratic administrations. In 
the olden days of Republican Protec- 
tion the Long Island farmers fared 
fairly well; real estate was steadily 
improving in value; and the oyster 
trade proved remunerative. But ail 
this has changed since 1893. Many 
farmers have allowed their potatoes 
to rot in the gronnd, not being able 
to sell them for mure than ten cents a 
bnshel. Real estate has been a drug 
in the market. Many property own- 
ers sold their buildings immediately 
alter the Democratic National conven- 
tion ol 1896, preferring to take 
chance.s of being able to buy again at 
satisfactory prices, if free trade Bryan 
was defeated, rather than hold any 
real estate if he was elected. 

But the Advanced Agent of Prosper- 
ity is casting bis shadow over Long 
Island, and he will eventually reach 
there. Farmers are more interested 
in theii spring work than they have 
been lor the past two years. Capital 
is investing freely in real estate for | 
suburban residences and for specula- 
tion. One of the moat reliable real 
estate men has infoimed us that his 
sales in January of this year exceed- 
ed his total sales of property in 1896. 
But the oystrrraen, who badly need a 
touch ol prosperity, can hardly reap 
any harvest during the present sea- 
son, which ends next month. The 
Ixrng Island ovater trade has been 
steadily declining yearaiter year since 
1893. The people have been to poor 
to buy freely of auch luxnes aa oys- 
ters. Aa an instance, it may be stat- 
ed that one village, which used to re- 
ceive an average of 91,000 a week 
from its oyster trade, does not now 
receive more than 9300 a week. This 
makes slack trade lor local stores, 
cauaes long credits and loud grumb- 
lings, and helped to run up the ma- 
jority for McKinley into big figuiea.

Representative Grosvenor, of Ohio, 
who made a vigorons attack on tbe 
civil service law in the last congress, 
has introduced a bill to declare the 
true intent and scope of the civil ser- 
vice act The bill declares the civil 
service act shall not be construed to 
embrace any of tbd employes in the 
government printing office of bnrean 
of engraving and printing, nor any 
person employed as workman or lab- 
orer, nor construed to allow the ap- 
pointment to office or promotion in 
any classes of civil service covered by 
the act of any person who has not 
passed competitive examination or 
show to be exempted from such ex- 
amination, and all appointments since 
March 4, 1893, without competive ex- 
amination unless such appointee 
special exempted shall be declared il- 
legal and contrary to the intent and 
spirit of the set 

The bill proposes that all persons | 
who have lieen employed or appointed 
in the classified service since March 
4 1893. without examinations uball 
appear belore the civil service com- 
mission for examination within ninety 
days, and at theexariiinationaofficiala 
shall not give them preference over 
other citizens who are qualified to en- 
ter the service Tbe bill will compel 
all ol those now in offices over which 
Fresident Cleveland extended tbe 
shelter of the civil service act to pass 
examinationa. This is beginning to 
sonnd right.

In 1884, when Jo Blackburn and 
Cerre Gordo Williams were fighting 
for the succession of the latter’s seat 
in the Senate, the air was thick with 
charges of bribery and use cf money; 
but no obliging giand jury stood 
ready to wash a Democratic T-egisla- 
ture's "dirty linen," as Judge Cant- 
rill expressed it a day or two ago. 

In 1897, upon the almost unsup- 
ported statement ol a bitter partisan, 
whose story is so absurd as to excite 
general ridicule, the grand jnry con- 
veniently indicts the Republican nom- 
inee for Senator for discussing with 
the prosecuting witness a suggestion 
of bribery made by the latter. 

There is no pretense that any one 
was bribed — only an assertion by a 
man who conspired to trap Dr. Hun- 
ter that he had an interview with the 
latter upon the subject oi bribery. 

The whole aflfulr smacks of a foul 
conspiracy, and the grand jury has 
been entirely too willing to listen to 
the concoctions of plotters, and to 
lend the machinery of the law to po- 
litical and factional partiaana. — [Lex- 
ington Leader.
